Billboard Battle Continues 


Special interests and th eir lobbyists 
won a m ajor battle, but th e w ar still 
goes on to bring about reasonable bill- 
1 uta id controls. 
A new bill has been put forw ard in 
th e General Assembly. 
It is a big ques­ 
tion w hether the legislation will qualify 
under the limited fiscal scope of the ’fio 
session. 
I t ’s an even bigger question 
th a t an ything will be accomplished rig h t 
aw ay if the billboard regulation m ea­ 
sure is put on the agenda. 
Hut, a t least, here is evidence th a t 
th e w ar continues — keeping alive the 
hole th a t o u r new highw ays yet can be 
saved from the ugliness of bitHioard 
< h itte r and. along the way. Pennsylvania 
can get an additional $5 million to $10 
million in federal highw ay aid the next 
five years. 
In the last session the people of Penn­ 
sylvania were given a vivid example of 
w hat happens when a few lobbyists put 
th e squeeze on a piece of legislation. 
W ith th e outdoor advertising industry 
in especially hitter opposition, the bill 
followed a rocky road in the House, 
finally passed, got watered down in the 
Senate, w as relum ed to the House and 
died there. 
Two of our neigh 1mu s, Ohio and M ary­ 
land, are fa r ahead of us in attem pts to 
set up billboard controls th at meet fed­ 
eral standards.
